Upon the completion of general and complete 
disarmament, which shall include the disbandment of 
all services of the amed forces and the destruction 
of all types of weapons, including weapons of s&ss 
destruction (nuclear, rocket, chemical, 
bacteriological), the international control organ 
shall have free access to aU objects of controlc 

The control organization may institute a 
system of aerial obsi^vation and aerial photography

MILITAHV RTIBftgrS 

Provision is made in the third stage of the 
Soviet Bloc Plan for “the appropriation of funds 
for military purposes in any form, whether from 
State budgets or from public organizations, shall 
be discontinued. The funds made available as a 
result of the implementation of general and cou^jlete 
disarmament shall be used to reduce or abolish 
taxation of the population, to siibsidlze national 
economics and to furnish extensive economic and 
technical assistance to under-developed countries.**
